Advocating * strengthening of 
local government, the Governor said 
that if we “follow the easy road of 
centralization of authority,” we may 
“discover too late that our liberties 
have disappeared.” 
His words strike a responsive note 
in the hearts of those who have 
watched the growth of national bur­ 
eaucracy. Thirty years ago, one fam ­ 
ily out of 22 subsisted on the govern­ 
ment payroll. 
Today, it is one out 
of l l . 
At this rate, every other fam ­ 
ily will in 1952 be supported by the 
public treasury. Even now, more than 
fifty one per centum of the annual 
revenue is paid out for salaries, civil 
and military, for Bureau adm inistra­ 
tion, and for the maintenance of 
penal and charitable institutions. 
To bureaus, commissions, and the 
like,
